HARRY X BOOSEL 


Native of (1912) and resides in 
Chicago. Started in Government 
work as a file clerk in Washing- 
ton in 1936. Has risen to the top 
of his field and for the past seven 
years has been Chief of the Of- 
fice of Industrial Security for the 
Defense Supply Agency. Boosel — 
plans to retire from Government 
work this year after 36 years of 
service, including 4 years with the Armed Forces. While in the Army he was 
in the Counter-Intelligence-Corps and the Office of Strategic Services, (OSS). 

Joined the ANA in 1934 (#4343) and became a Life Member (77) in 1943 
while heading overseas with the Army to Europe. Was the youngest member 
ever elected to the ANA Board of Governors (1937). Only man to be Chairman 
of two ANA Conventions (1937 and 1966). Chairman of National Coin Week 
in 1950. President of the Chicago Coin Club (1951 and 1952). President of 
Central States Numismatic Society (1958-1960.) Awarded Medal of Merit from 
both. Chairman of many local and Regional conventions. Member American 
Numismatic Society since 1950. Appointed to Assay Commission by President 
Johnson in 1964. 

Boosel was impressed early in his collecting career by a statement on the 
back of one of B. Max Mehl’s auction catalogs wherein Mehl (with whom he 
later became personally acquainted) quoted Edmond de Goncourt as 
saying in his will that he wished all his treasures dispersed on his death so 
that others with his same tastes could acquire his treasures and pleasures 
rather than consign them to a museum for the stupid stares of the casual 
passer-by. Boosel’s idea is that anyone who desires, can acquire something 
from this collection, the items of which will be 100 years old next year (1978). 

He does not plan to give up numismatics nor 1873. He will continue research 

and will serve numismatics better since he will retire soon. He is the one 
who put the Open and Closed 3 of 1873 before the eyes of the collecting 
fraternity.

THE HISTORY OF THE COINAGE ACT OF 1873 


The Coinage Act of 1873 established the Director of the Mint in Washington 
rather than have the Director at the Mint in Philadelphia. This Act further 
set the Gold Dollar as the Standard Unit of Value of United States Coins and 
increased the weight of the silver coins slightly to conform to metric standards. 
To differentiate the newer, heavier silver coins from the earlier, lighter coins 
of the same date, arrowheads were placed at the sides of the dates of dimes, 
quarters and halves, after March 31, 1873. This Act specifically named the 
United States Coins to be minted and delineated their weights. Omitted 
from the list of coins were the Bronze Two Cent piece, the Silver Three Cent 
piece, the Half Dime, and the Standard Silver Dollar; and the coinage of these 
pieces was discontinued on the effective date of the Act (April 1, 1873) even 
though some dollars and half dimes had been coined earlier in the year for 
general circulation. The Trade Dollar was listed anc its coinage commenced in 
July of 1873.

AUSTRIA — 1873 


On December 2, 1873, Franz Joseph I of Austria-Hungary celebrated his 25th 
year on the throne. There was a World’s Fair in Vienna that year to celebrate 
the anniversary. A vast reference work was issued by the Austrian Numismatic 
Society in 1910. (Zeitschrift Aur Munz und Medaillen Kunde).
